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The seasonally adjusted number of employed persons in NSW was 

2 790 000 in September 1995, a rise of 0.9% from August and of 3.7% 
since September 1994. Nationally there was a slight fail in employment 
from August to September 1995. 


The seasonally adjusted number of unemployed persons in NSW was 
229 700 in September 1995, a fall of 2.3% from August and of 15.9% 
since September 1994. The unemployment rate, seasonally adjusted, was 
7.6% in NSW in September 1995 and 8.5% nationally. 


The seasonally adjusted figure for New Motor Vehicle registrations in NSW 
decreased by 10.0% from 19 339 in July 1995 to 17 402 in August 1995. 


The seasonally adjusted number of new dwelling units approved in NSW 
in August 1995 was 3 559, representing a decrease of 17.2% on the 
previous month. Approvals for both Houses and Other Residentiai 
Buildings decreased aver the previous period. 


The number of new dwelling unies commenced in NSW in the June 
Quarter 1995 was 11 976, an increase of 5.6% on the previous quarter. 
Commencements for both Houses and Other Residential Buildings rose 
over the previous period. 


The value of housing finance commitments for owner occupation in 
NSW in August 1995 rose by 0.8% from the previous month but was 
6.4% lower than in August 1994. The value of personal and commercial 
finance commitments made in NSW in August 1995 rose by 0.9% and 
14.1% respectively from July 1995.
